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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Referring to Claims 1-3.5-8 and 10-11, Kurita 
disloses a commander main body includes a plurality of cards to be inserted Into the open section of the commander main body for 
controlling the operation of a plurality of electronic apparatus. King discloses a reconfigurable universal trainable transmitter includes a 
plurality of data modules to be inserted into electrical connectors of the trainable transmitter for controlling the operation of a plurality of 
electronic appratus. One of ordinary skilled in the art recognizes the need to have a plurality of electrical connectors to interface with 
plurality of removable plug-in data modules taught by King In a remote commander main body of Kurita because Kurita suggests it is 
desired to provide that the remote commander main body includes a plurality of connectors to connect with plurality of cards so that each 
card can be interchangeably (column 3 line 51 to column 4 line 48; see Figure 1) and King teaches that the trainable transmitter body has 
at least two electrical connectors for plurality of memory cards interchangeable (page 1 paragraph 0010 to page 2 paragraph 0018; see 
Figure 1) in order to provide convenience compatible with many home products. Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to have a plurality of electrical connectors to interface with plurality of 
removable plug-in data modules taught by King in a remote commander main body of Kurita with the motivation for doing so would have 
been to provide a convenience to the consumer by allowing the remote command apparatus operates with a plurality of cards. . 
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
